Electron microscope stud­ 
ies are trac-inff what appears 
to. be the growth process of 
viruses within a cell from 
naked threads of nucleic acid 
to 'full clothed" rod-like vi­ 
ruses.

The study is under the di­ 
rection of Drs. John M. 
Adams and David T. Ima- 
gawa of the UCLA Medical 
School in association with Dr. 
J.R. Goodman of the Long 
Beach V.A. Hospital research 
laboratories, where the study 
is being conducted.

It is concerned with three 
related viruses measles, dis­ 
temper and riderpest. When 
these, as well as other vi­ 
ruses, attack a living cell, 
new objects appear in the cell 
nucleus and cytoplasm which 
are called inclusion bodies.

The UCLA investigators 
have studied these inclusion 
bodies under the powerful 
electron microscope. These 
inclusion bodies have 9 char­ 
acteristic pattern in cells in­ 
vaded by each of these vi­ 
ruses.

Tn certain stages of de­ 
velopment the pattern is one

of randomly arrayed thread­ 
like strands or filaments. In 
other stages it is one of close­ 
ly packed rods.

This evidence suggests that 
inclusion bodies are clumps 
of viruses reproduced in the 
infected cell. The thread like 
strands may b« the immature 
virus, which consists of only 
its nucleic acid core. The 
dense, rod-like pattern may

represent clumps of mature 
or nearly mature viruses 
which have added a protein 
coat to their nucleic acid 
core.

The UCLA scientists said 
this technique of studying 
the virus within the infected 
cell may contribute valuable 
information to the knowledge 
of the "life history" of vi­ 
ruses.

1960, the downtrend in air­ 
craft has slowed.
